Irish Landlords Mrcl. 

At the conference hero to day by Irish 
landlords a resolution was unanimously 
adopted, the preamble of which denies 
that excessive rents are clmigtd to ten- 
ants, or that reasonable abiteuiellta were 
refused in the times of distress. They 
claim that routs wore li«d increased in 
Ireland from 1840 to 1 -id.), whereas ill 
England, Scotland and Vv'alcu rents were 
increased from thirty-four lo forty per 
cent during that time. They have ren- 
dered important services to Irish agricul- 
ture, and deny that they have neglected 
their duties towards thu people. If tho 
landlords were guided by thu most soltish 
motives they would be fools to evict ten- 
ants whoso very bankruptcy would be a 
claim on their forbearance and prevent tho 
exorcise of such disagreeable duties. "We 
deplore," roads these resolutions, "the 
alienation of landlords from tlioir tenants, 
and desire to restore a unity that ought 
to exist between them. Recent evictions 
wore forced upon us for pol- 
itical motives, and personally we 
abhor them." The resolution then de- 
mands that the government spodily and 
finally settle the land question, and that 
they legislate just terms to all parties, 
including compensation to landlords for 
loss of exclusive ownership, which the 
land act Iris seriously interfered with, 
and dually the resolution calls for a pub- 
lic charge on laud.

A Strong Manifesto. 

London, Sept. 10. — The manifesto is- 
sued yesterday by thu Comte do Paris is 
attracting a good deal of attention hero 
and across the channel, where the amaz- 
ing rapidity with which it was circulated 
all over the country is a matter of wonder 
in itself. The manifesto Ls the topic of 
the hour. Under ordinary circumstances 
such a document would have boon puerile 
and futile, but with tho accumon of mi 
experienced statesman tho Comte timed its 
appearance, and has issued thu manifesto 
at ii time when it will bo most potent and 
more likely to have tho desired effect oil 
the minds of Frenchmen. Rouvier's 
ministry, never strong, holds now a 
precarious condition, and France is ready 
any day to hour of its downfall. To the 
loyalist party it looks for support, and if 
this is withhold the influence of the min- 
istry ill its enfeebled condition would 
speedily dissolve it. In fact, the loyalists 
occupy much tiie same position in France 
towards the govern. cut as tho unionists do 
hero. To cut loose .i .un this counsel of the 
loyalists, and to ignore their suggestions 
would bo to court political death. Tho 
appearance of the manifesto at this par- 
ticular time gives an emphatic check to 
tlio exurberanoe of joy with which Franco 
was convulsed over tho action of tho Sev- 
enteenth army corps, which has success- 
fully demonstrated schemes of mobiliza- 
tion. It. distiacts the public mind from 
tho absorbing satisfaction it fools in the 
fancied possession of an army that is now 
able to punish Germany, and directs it 
into other channels than those which load 



threatens the fall of the Rouvier ministry, 
which cannot openly accept the tonus of 
the manifesto, and between the desire to 
retain the support of the loyalists and ir« 
porploxity in regard to pleasing the re- 
publican portion of France, the govern- 
ment is in sore straits.

A WORKING MAN'S COMPLAINT. 

To the Editor: — It has struck me 
since my residence in this province that 
tho working classes are treated somewhat 
shabbily hy the government officials, and 
more especially so in the matter of tho 
collection of the provincial and municipal 
taxes. The stylo of collection adopted 
hero seems to me to be somewhat arbi- 
trary and overbearing, treating as it 
does, tho laborer as though he were but a 
slave or serf who had neither manliness 
nor honesty enough to pay his legal debts 
to tho powers that be. 1 do not for a 
moment object to the payment of the 
tax; but I do most decidedly, object to 
the mstliod of collection. It seems to 
me, Mr. Editor, a moat discourteous pro- 
ceeding to take from a work- 
mans' weekly or monthly stipend 
the tax in question without 
first asking the said workman to pay it. 
Would it not be more compatible with 
the principle of liberty w hich we all Hil- 
uiiro to at least ask those by whom the 
tax is due to pay? Should they then re- 
fuse, legal methods might be taken to 
make them contribute to tho support of 
the government, I have not had a 
leugthy stay as yet in British Columbia, 
aud, of course, do not pretend to bo capa- 
ble of criticizing tho actions of the rulers 
of thu province, but I must say this 
method of collecting tuxes would meet 
with violent opposition were it adopted in 
Australia, which is, tho same ius British 
Columbia, a British colony. 

1 have had it from those who have 
had a longer stay hero than I, that sonic 
of tho former collectors did visit the 
workers and ask for the tax and 
that it was paid promptly, too. Why can 
it not bo done now / It it that patriotism 
is growing colder that tho laborers has 
to be /creed into paying for his govern- 
ment? People wonder at the lack of 
volunteers for military duty bore. 1 don't, 
when such harsh and prompter}' laws 
ure in force. One would need a larger 
surplus of patriotism to em oil himself 
as a defender of a government that so 
palpably makes a slave of him. But 
perhaps as education increases tho 
laboring classes will look at this treat- 
ment as it should be looked at, and they 
may take it into their heads to no longer 
bo tho slave of such an atrocious form of 
rule. Though not an agitator, I still 
think courtesy as necessary in a govern- 
ment as in an individual, and believe that 
others as well as myself are disgusted with 
this thing Dr.suoNTKN'l'Kl).

1 then stated 
that so far as I had boon furnished with 
the facts , I could soo no federal question 
involved m tho case of the anarchists. 
I, however, added that as there doubtless 
would bo ample time in case of an adverse 
ih :ia;on in which to determine by delib- 
i -r.it" examination of tho history of tho 
oass U4 to its merits and its legal tech- 
nicalities, I would look into it further. 
I think myself that there uro many ques- 
tions involved in tho trial that will bear 
review, but have not yet boen ablo to 
sue that any general issuo has boon raised. 
My position is just this: From what ex- 
amination of tho matter I have thus far 
made I do not see anything to warrant 
my taking any active stop in their behalf. 
On tho other bund, I have not completed 
the examination sufficiently for mo to 
definitely refuse to do so. The public 
may be assured that I will never allow a 
man's life to he sacriliced if 1 can soa any 
ground on which it. cm possibly bo saved. 
1 believe, as the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts once expressed it, that a man has 
a right to quibble for his life."

Socialistic KtMolullons. 

The conferei ce of the socialist anti- 
George party to-night adopted resolutions 
in sympathy with the convicted anarchists 
of Chicago. The denunciations of the 
judge, jury, attorneys and police wore of 
the usual strain, save that in bitterness 
thoy were more than usually Savored. The 
resolutions assumed to be thu utteronces of 
labor, and all the workmen of the United 
States wore adjured to rise up against thu 
"contemplated judicial murder." The 
resolutions were adopted "in the nanio of 
freedom and liberty." 

■ ■ Memory of t.OKau. 

Gen. Ratlin read tho resolutions of 
condolence and respect prepared by a 
committee in honor of tho iato Gen. John 
A. Logan. Thoy recommended tho 
erection of a statue at the national capitol,* 
and a committee of live wag appointed to 
co-operate in such a movement. Sym- 
pathy was extended to Mrs. Logan and 
family, and the resolutions will bo hand- 
somely engrossed and presented to thorn.

Fmgol hold a low conversation with a 
friend. Schwab's little girl, who usually 
looks bright and happy, was very quiet 
this morning. Instead of greeting her 
father with a childish laugh, she was very 
demure. W'hoii she was admitted to the 
corridor and kissed her father's pale 
cheek; and the anarchist raised her in 
his arms, Mrs. Schwab darted a look 
of scorn and intense hated Upon a repor- 
ter wdio was present. Her eyes seoinod 
to say: "I hate you, i would like to cut 
your heart out." Mis. Parsons called 
without her children, a rare thing for her 
to do. She had a morning paper con- 
taining alleged interviews with Parsons 
and Schwab and read the stulf to Spies. 
None of the condemned men will talk to 
reporters. Most of them keep out of sight 
in the northern corridor. Tho capital 
istio press are their enemies and they be- 
lieve that they owe reporters neither 
attention noi courtesy. The men wore 
looking fairly well this morning.

ONTARIO. 

The sheds of the fair grounds at Co- 
burg wore burned on Saturday evening as 
well as thirteen horses purchased by the 
British government.

0IIKBE0. 
A singular incident attended the 
in of Sir Andrew Stuart as administrator 
of tho province during tho ubsonce of 
Hon. Mr. Massou. It appears that Chas. 
McGee, clerk of the privy council, arrived, 
in Quebec for the express purpose of ad- 
ministering to Sir Andrew tho oath of 
office, Ho drove out to that gentleman's ■ 
country residence and found that he hod 
just left for a short ride through the 
fields. Ho asked the direction Sir An- 
drew had taken, and found him shortly 
afterwards galloping gaily by "mead and 
by copse. " He informed him of the honor 
that had just befallen him, and insisted 
upon an immediate return to the council 
chamber to bo sworn. Sir Andrew answer 
ed that ho was beginning to enjoy his ride 
immensely, and wished to know from Mr. 
McGee whether it would not be well to 
take the oath of office there and then. 
The clerk of the privy council consented; 
and Sir Andrew Stuart was sworn in em 
administrator of the province of Quebee 
on horseback. 

Brassard, M. P. P. for Stafford, is 
dead; also the wife of Hon. M. Garneau, 
commission or of crown lauds. 

One midshipman and ninu blue jackets 
of Her Majesty's ship Bellurophon, now 
at Quebec, wore injured by tho explosion 
of a rocket during a fireworks' display on 
board tho vessel. 

It is rumored that tho C. P. R. people 
are quietly getting control of tho Wind- 
sor hotel, Montreal, so 'as to make that 
famous hostelry an adjunct of the new 
million-dollar depot which they are erect- 
ing in that vicinity. 

Bishop Lafledhe, of Three Rivers, ac- 
companied by seventeen reverend gentle- 
men, left Montreal on Tuesday for Mani- 
toba and the Northwest. They will be 
joined ea mute by others. 

Tho Canadian Paeitio Railway com- 
pany's earnings for the week ending 
September 7th were $241,000; game week 
last year, $225,000. 

Some time ago Father Paradis, who 
was acquitted of a charge of forgery pre- 
ferred against him by Gilmour, made a 
charge in the press that while tho Conser- 
vative government was in office he wss 
offered a bribe of $15,000 to keep quiet 
on the subject of the treatment of settlers 
at Egim. This mot a prompt denial Ex- 
Premior Rose and M. Tarto, editor oi Lt 
Canadian, published a solemn declaration 
to the effect that yesterday they called on 
Tacho and that in thoir presence ho drew 
up an emphatic denial of the scandal and 
charge by Father Paradis which he was 
to have attested but which he afterwards 
withdrew by order of his superior officer, 
Crown Land Commissioner Garneau, whilu 
protesting their absoluto truth and an- 
nouncing himself ready to establish their 
verity before a court of law or committee 
of enquiry. 

A terrible conflagration has again visit- 
ed Montreal. Early Saturday morning 
flames destroyed over $250,000 worth of 
property, nnd threatened for boiiio hours 
to sweep the immense square bounded by 
Sherbrooke, Beaudry, Ontario and Visi- 
tation streets out nf existence. Twenty- 
seven families wuru rendered homeless. 
Owing to the violence and rapidity with 
which the lire spread aud devoured the 
buildings thoy were unable to save any 
of -thoir household goods. Tho entire tan- 
nery of Mr. Henry Porter, a shoe factory 
and a tenement house, besides F. T. Gou- 
tiness tenement ho use and the rear of 
Goo. Poa I'd 's grocery, fell a prey to the 
Haines and throe hundred men are out of 
work. 

MANITOBA. 

Mr. LaRivere has been interviewed in 
Montreal. He denies the reports current 
that lie was unable to raise funds and 
announces that he has negotiated a loan 
of $50,000 from the seminary of St. 
Sulplice and that part of the rails are en 
route. Thoy have excellent otlors for tho 
bonds, but are iu no hurry to obtain the 
cash as they want to make the best bar- 
gain possible in the interests of Manitoba, 

On Sunday morning Von. Archdeacon 
Cowley, ne of the earliest pioneers of 
the Church of Christ in Manitoba, passed 
to his \i>\\-x rest. For some time he had 
been BiiHoring from a painful complaint, 
and his death , though somewhat sudden, 
was not a very great surprise. 

NORTH WEST TEttElTOWES. 
Inspector Saunders says tho report that 
an Indian was shot is a cunard. Oil Mon- 
day night Big Rib, one of the Indians who 
escaped from Sheriff Campbell, was arrest- 
ed by Sergt. Williams. Tho Indian's 
revolver accidentally went off, killing u 
horse. Fftoen or twenty Indians were 
about and in the confusion pulled Big Rib 
away from the sergeant and uffectod his 
escape. 

A stack ol hay containing 110 tons, be- 
longing to tho mounted police, toi.k tiro 
at Let h bridge, with a strong south wind 
blowing. 

The Calgary police have returned with- 
out having caught Dcerfoot. Since they 
have returned, however, thoy have made 
u laid on the whisky dealers und levied 
$1,400 lines for selling liquor. 

Word has been received that a white 
iiiiiii had shot an Indian in the vicinity of 
Lees' l 'reek, thirty-live miles south of 
Macleod. T)io white man hud luft his 
lent, and on returning found a young buck 
drinking his whisky. Ho pulled his gun 
and shot him. Tho Indian made his way 
to tho Blood camp and is not expected to 
live. Tlio white man is unknown.

THE MANITOBA DIFFICULTY. 

Norquay'fl failure to provide funds 
bodes no good for the proposed railway. 
Ho lias been peddling in all the money 
centers of Canada and the United States, 
and has failed to secure the comparatively 
small loan he seeks. This result can 
only be the outcome of a belief that the 
Manitoba government are legally wrong 
in the matter. Financiers are usually 
anxious to advance moneys on as good 
security as could be offered them from 
Winnipeg, other things being equal. But 
it would seem that they are not. Faith 
in the legality of Manitoba's action has 
been shaken and capitalists refuse to 
come to the rescue. It is very evident 
that with the collapse of the scheme the 
Winnipeg correspondents will find their 
occupation gone. Wo had looked forward 
to a pretty little tussle of interest to all 
the provinces, but instead of the bayonets 
of the militia, "no funds" stares the gov- 
ernment in the face and no philanthrop- 
ist seems ready to advance the needful. 
Van Home will not be called on to show 
the Winnipegers "a trick or two." 

\VELC0ME*VISIT0RS. 

The noble lords who are now visiting 
Victoria tire understood to be delighted 
with their trip. They have been greatly 
impressed with the future of British Col- 
umbia, and will no doubt be able to do 
much to spread her fame abroad. Great 
good must result from the presence of 
such representative men in our midst, 
and everything possible should bo done to 
interest them in our resources. One of the 
party, Lord Elphinstone, is identified to 
a very large degree with one of the pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, New Brunswick, 
and has been instrumental in opening up 
its interior to settlement. Ho is also un- 
derstood ho bo connected with the railway 
system of that province, and has in 
many ways advanced its interests most 
materially. British Columbia needs 
capital to develop her illimitable re- 
sources of the mines, the forests and the 
waters, and looks to the capitalists of the 
old country to take advantage of the op- 
portunity afforded them of increasing 
their own wealth, and assisting in build- 
ing up not the least insignificant of the 
Canadian provinces. Our visitors are 
most welcome, and it is hoped they will 
leave us with a favorable impression of 
tho place and people. 

THE NEW LANGUAGE. 

Volapuk, the new universal language, 
is making steady headway. The Volapu- 
kists held their grand international con- 
gress recently at Munich, and most of tho 
countries of Europe sent representatives. 
The good repute of America for enlight- 
ened curiosity was saved by one gentle- 
man from Cincinnati. Pasteur Schleyer, 
the inventor of the language, took tho 
chair, in the name of tho Associations of 
France. He explained that Volapuk was 
not meant to suppress other tongues, hut 
only to supply a new one for the common 
purposes of all mankind, and, in particu- 
lar, for the promotion of universal 
brotherhood. The inventor hopes to 
induce the German government to admit 
Volapuk to the list of languages trans- 
missible by telegraph within the empire. 
In Denmark it has been officially recom- 
mended to telegraph clerks as a subject 
of study. The best augury for its spread 
in France lies in the fact that Berlin 
seems to take no interest in it, inasmuch 
as that city was not represented at the 
Congress. Englishmen ought to look 
upon Volapuk with a kindly eye, as most 
of its borrowings from the Germanic lan- 
guages are taken from their own tongue. 
The characteristically English phrase, 
"How much money have you?" must, wo 
regret, o say, lie rendered in Volapuk by 
"Muni limodik labolst" 



PURELY SENSATIONAL. 

These blood and murder stories from 
Winnipeg are becoming intolerable. We 
are now gravely told that "owing to the 
Berious aspect of the railroad struggle in 
Manitoba the Dominion government has 
ordered the militia which is stationed at 
Winnipeg to hold themselves in readiness 
to suppress any outbreak." This is su- 
premely silly and will hardly be beliovod 
by even the most credulous. It is very 
evident that an attempt iH being made to 
create tho idea that open war is talked of 
in Winnipeg and that an Irish difliculty 
on a small scale is browing in the prairie 
province. Visitors from that auction of 
the Dominion inform uh that no such statu 
of affairs exist, that outside of a small 
Grit fact-ion the peoplo are willing" 
to stand upon their legal rights. 
Those who are awaro of the fact that Sir 
•John Macdonald has explicitly denied 
that ho has any idea of calling out the 
militia will fail to take any stock in tho 
sensational stories which come over the 
wires. Tho premier has not losthis souses, 
nor are tho people of Manitoba anxious to 
be considered lit subjects for tho lunatic 
asylum. They will light out the battle of 
Provincial Rights fairly and squarely and 
will, without doubt, bo mot by the 



Federal government in tho same spirit. 
Nobody wants war, and there is not the 
slightest probability, of our having it. Tho 
American papers huve been sadly led 
"stray by these wild telegrams and our 
Sound friends can rest assured that they 
will not be obliged to publish a long list of 
the killed and wounded over that tempest 
in a teapot — tho Red River Valley Rail- 
way. 

NEWSPAPER STATISTICS. 

A compilation made from tho American 
Nowspauor Directory for 1887 shows that 
the total number of periodical publica- 
tions issued in tho United States and Can 
ada is 15,420, 14,700 in the United 
States and 714 in Canada. The first ton 
States in tho order of number of publica- 
tions is as follows: New York, 1,591; Il- 
linois, 1,149; Pennsylvania, 1,138; Ohio, 
933; Iowa, 731; Kansas, 084; Missouri, 
078: Michigan, 594; Massachusetts, 580; 
Indiana, 583 These are the only States 
which have each over 500 publications 
credited to it. South Carolina, Vermont, 
the District of Columbia, Rhode Island, 
Delaware and Nevada have each less than 
100, the extremes being ninety-six for the 
first named and thirty for- the last. Of 
tho total number 11,014 are weeklies, 1,- 
739 monthlies, 1,397 dailies, 250 semi- 
monthlies, 185 B'emi-weeklies, 107 quar- 
terlies, 71 bi-weekiies, 47 tri-weeklies, 
aud 30 bi-monthlies. Tho total circula- 
tion is 30,105,250 copies, nearly GO por 
cent, being of weekly publications, 20 per 
cent, of monthlies, and nearly 10 per cent 
of dailies, leaving 4 per cent, to represent 
publications of all other classes. The 
average circulation of the dailies is 3,410, 
and of tho weeklies 1,545. In point of cir- 
culation New York leads with one-fourth 
of the total, followed by Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Ohio, Massachusetts, Canada, 
Missouri, Michigan, California, Iowa, 
Maine, Indiana and Wisconsin in the or- 
der named, each State having periodicals 
with an aggrogato circulation of half a 
million or more. The lowest in the scale 
is Nevada, all tho periodicals published 
within tho limits of that State having an 
aggregate circulation of 12,500. The total 
number of papers issued in a year is esti- 
mated at 2,547,053,000, 1,189,020,000 
being dailies, 933,205.000 weeklies, 72,- 
099,000 monthlies, and only about 50,- 
000,000 for all other classes of publica- 
tions. Tho estimate of the dailies is too 
low, as no account is taken of tho many 
millions of Sunday papers issued. One 
hundred and twelve publications print 
37,500 copies or more each, and represent 
one-fourth of the total issue; 579 more 
print upwards of 7,500 each, and repre- 
sent another quarter; 2,209 range from 
2,000 to 5,000 each, and constitute a 
third quarter, while the remaining 12,520, 
with less than 1,500 copies each, make 
up tho remaining quarter. Only 337 
dailies are rated above 3,000 copies; 400 
between 1,000 and 3,000 copies; 000 loss 
than 1,000, and 345 of these not to exceed 
500. Assuming that the number of fami- 
lies in the United States is 13,000,000, 
the daily papers have barely sufficiont 
circulation to supply one copy daily to 
evory three families, and as many persons 
take more than one daily, if is safe to say 
that throe-fourths of the people do not 
regularly get a copy of a daily paper. The 
wooklies have a circulation nearly four 
time that of the dailies, and aro over 
eight times as numerous. There is a 
sufficient number of weeklies published in 
the country to supply each family with one 
and have nearly f>,000,000 left over. So 
many families take more than ono weekly 
that the surplus and more are used up 
among reading families, leaving very 
many families who take no paper of any 
kind. Still there are few families in the 
country, other than the destitute, ignor- 
ant and inaccesiblo, who do not take a 
paper. The monthlies issue a sufficient 
number to provide every alternate family 
with a copy; but tho duplicates are so nu- 
merous that probably on an average not 
one family in three take a monthly. On 
the basis of a cent a line for each 1,000 
issues, it would cost 8254,705 ,'10 to insert 
a ten-line advertisement a full year in all 
the periodical publications in the United 
States and Canada. At one-fifth of a cent, 
which is loss than the advertising could 
be secured for, it would cost $50,000, and 
it is believed that it would require at least 
8100,000 to secure the insertion.

Some Points About the Preseut Session 
of Parliament. 



To Change the Complexion of the Irish Na- 
tional League— Morley's Precipitate 
Flight - Ballooning "Look- 
ing Up." 



(From Our Own Correspondent] 

London, Aug. 2(i. 

Tho present session bids fair to stand 
out in contrast with any which have pre- 
ceded it, for more reasons titan its bar- 
renness. There have already been 140 
sittings, and assuming that the proroga- 
tion takes place on the 17th of September, 
tho total sittings of the session will num- 
ber 16U. Not only lias there been an un- 
precedented number of meetings, but the 
aggregate time members have boon at 
work is without parallel. Only on two 
occasions has the house been counted out, 
and late sittings have been the rule since 
the commencement. There have already 
been 410 divisions registered, only one 
short of the complete session of 1881, 
when the number was far in excess of any 
previous year. And, to make it still 
more distinctive, there have also been 
more bills introduced to parliament and 
fewer passed. Tho olhciaJ list of public 
measures contains no fewer than ii84, of 
which only twenty-nine have received tho 
royal assent. With the exception of the 
Coercion bill and the Crofters' holdings 
bills, most ol the. measures carried are 
merely local, technical and depatmental 
bills which regularly pass each year in a 
routine manner, though thereo are thre or 
four of public importance waiting to re- 
ceive the royal assent. 

The latest item of gossip connected with 
tho suppression of the national league is 

THE ASTOUNDING STORY 

that Mr. Gladstone intends to join its 
ranks. Tho notion is to turn the national 
leaguo into an English as well as an Irish 
political body, and to re-christen it the 
national home rule league. Mr. Glad- 
stone could then, if he chose, be one of 
its prominent members, and the calcula- 
tion that the government would hesitate 
to suppress it under the altered circum- 
stances is probably not very wide of the 
mark. It is also thought by the wire- 
pullers of Mr. Gladstone's party that such 
an organization would be very useful to 
the party at elections, as the utility of 
Irish members on plal : nuts has recently 
boon very great. Tlie national home rule 
league would not b ycott openly, and 
that important duty would be delegated 
to smaller bodies which would carry on 
tho work of intimidation and which would 
have no connection whatever — at least, 
no admitted connection — with that body 
which numbered Mr. Gladstone among 
its members. 

The disappearancu of Mr. John Morley 
front the house of commons has evoked 
renewed attention in consequence of the 
announcement that, the right honorable 
gentleman has paired for the season with 
a conservative, Sir Albert Rollit. The 
air is 

KULL OF RUMORS 
wh ch profess to account for Mr. Motley's 
precipitated prorogation upon various sen- 
sational basis. It is said, for one thing, 
that he is angry about his position on the 
front bench; for another, that he is figured 
at having been replaced as opposition 
leader in Mr. Gladstone's absence by Sir 
William Harcourt; for another, that he 
has a scheme of his own for settling lie- 
land, and that he cannot assimilate its 
provisions to those of his leader. 

The effect of the Norwich election 
upon both political parties is striking. 
The ministerialists are plunged in the 
depths of apathetic despair, whilst liberals 
are full of confidence and hope for the 
future. 

Tho next light will be in Huntingdon- 
shire, and though it is regarded in the 
Liberal camp as too much to hope to carry 
this tory stronghold, it is determined to 
make a stout tight, and it is expected that 
the Conservative majority will be mater- 
ially reduced. Meanwhile, every one is 
agreed that the government cannot any 
longer carry on as it is at present con- 
structed. There are pitiful cries for Lord 
Hartington to go to its assistance, and 
confident statements are put forth point- 
ing to a reconstruction of the ministry, 
which is to take place in November, and 
will amount practically to extinction of 
tory supremacy, with a composite party, 
which, after all, is much more largely 
composed of Conservatives that of dissen- 
tient Liberals. In assuming the specula- 
tion to be true, 1 think that certain 
important considerations are entirely lost 
sight of. The Conservatives may truly 
desire to have the assistance of Lord 
Hartington in their councils, but what 
they want still more is votes, and what is 
the use of surrendering a considerable 
proportion of the loads and fishes to 
Lord Hartington, Mr. Chamberlain, Sir 
Henry James, if they cannot bring over 
to them an appreciable contribution of 
support among the electors? 

It might sound like a feeble attempt at 
a joko to say that ballooning is once more 
"looking up;" but, as a literal fact, tho 
science of aerostatics, as its devotees love 
to call it, is juat now attracting more 
general attention than it has done for 
some time. England having for years 
done almost more than her share in 
prompting experiments, has now given 
way to France, which, because of the 
brothers Montgoltier and their original 
balloon has a traditional claim upon the 
Biibject. The object aimed at is to get as 
high as possible, and although the result 
will be to teach us some fresh lessons 
concerning air currents and the formation 
of clouds, nothing of a distinctly practical 
nature can be expected to be gleaned from 
a trial of strength. Mr. Coxwell and Mr. 
Glaisher, tho most distinguished aero- 
nauts England has seen, ascended to what 
is believed to have been a height of seven 
miles at Wolverhampton a quarter of a 
century ago, but tho noxt result was that 
they* wore nearly suffocated, and that 
gcitmco was not appreciably advanced. 
What ordinnry folk would like to see is a 
baloon which can ho steered; what they 
hardly expect to see is one that can sail 
against the wind. But until balloons are 
steerable, and until they are to a large 
degree independent of air currents, they 
will be toys rather than objects of ubo.

GGD SAVE THK QUEEN. 

Thompson Speaks. 

Hon. Mr. Thompson, Minister of Jus- 
tice, said to a reporter at ( )ttawa that his 
trip to tho Northwest was to inspect gov- 
ernment prisons and ascertain tho neces- 
sity for certain improvements the depart- 
ment might have to attend to in British 
Columbia and the Northwest. He 
speaks highly of the discipline and treat- 
ment of the prisoners in the peniten- 
tiaries at Stony Mountain and New West- 
minister. While in Victoria Hon. Mr. 
McLelnn und Hon. Mr. Thompson had a 
conference with tho British Columbia 
government on the subject of the Behring's 
sou seizures. The provincial govern- 
ment, while urging an immediate settle- 
ment of the dispute, admitted that every- 
thing possible had been done so far by 
both the British and Canadian govern- 
ments to end the unpleasantness.

When Hon. Messrs. Thompson and Mc- 
Loloan were hero [some time ago, tho 
provincial government were assured that a 
city delivery would be accorded Victoria. 
This was welcome news, but tho fact, 
nevertheless, is that if Victoria wore given 
such a service to-iuorrow it could not be 
carried out, for tho simple reason that the 
streets are not named nor tho houses 
numbered. The matter has on several 
occasions occupied the attention of tho 
council, but no definite conclusion was 
ever arrived at. As the city will undoubt- 
edly bo granted the service, it is not too 
soon for our city council to take the neces- 
sary stops to place tho streets and houseB' 
in a condition to allow of the delivery be- 
ing carried out. 

THIS MURDER CASE. 

Two Indian Witnesses are Heard and Give 
Evidence of a Convincing Character— The 
Prisoner Cool and Collected. 

The case of Quumlet, charged with the 
murder of Bring and Miller was again 
brought before tho Provincial Court yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Pollard, counsel 
for tho defense was absent. 

Howhoch, an Indian, sworn, said ho 
was in Nanaimo when Kiwos was hanged; 
know the prisoner; he was in Nanaimo 
that day; Quamlet was in his woman's 
house; all the Indians went homo after 
the hanging; the home is in Nanaimo; 
Quamlet cried very much; he did not 
stay long in my house and wont up town, 
where ho got a knife; he came back to the 
house and said that he felt good and he 
was going to kill either a white man or 
an Indian; prisoner told tho witness that 
he had bought the knife at Mr. Lock- 
hart's; know Kiwos' klootchman; ufter 
tho hanging she said she felt good; pri- 
soner then said it was his intention to kill 
some white men; know Johnnie, cousin of 
the prisoner: he and Quamlet went away 
together 5 o'clock in the morning in a 
canoe; they came back two days aftor; 
they had nothing in the canoe except tho 
musket and blankets ; saw Quamlet 
on Monday and he was drunk; he still 
bad the knife with him and said that if 
the policemen were to attempt to arrest 
him he would kill some of them; he 
brandished the knife wildly about; 
witness was in Nanaimo when ho heard 
of tho murder of the white men; Quamlet 
and Johnnie wont to Cape Mudge about 
a week alter this; the prisoner spoke to 
him and made him afraid; he said if ho 
. (witness) told the policeman or any white 
man that he (prisoner) was away from 
Nanaimo for two days at the time of the 
murder, ho would cut his head oil; the 
prisoner promised him §150 if he would 
say nothing about the affair. Quamlet 
never fulfilled his promise; saw tho pris- 
oner in the Victoria goal, he then told 
witness to say nothing to Mr. 
Roycraft at all; Johnnie is dead. 
He drank so much whiskey 
that ho laid down in the snow, thus kill- 
ing himself; This happened near Cape 
Mudge. Quamlet never returned to 
Nanaimo; was present when Mixie said 
to the prisoner, "Where have you boon 
for two days't" Prisoner said nothing, 
but put his head between his hands; saw 
tho hangman; ho had a moustache and 
chin beard, a little white. 

Quamlet was hero asked if he had any 
questions to ask the witness, whereupon 
lie arose and said that the man was telling 
lies. With groat vehemence he besought 
the witness to tell the truth. In answer 
the man said "1 liave done so." 

Frank, a We-\Vak Indian, sworn, said 
his tribe name is Sepellialo; remembers 
when Kiwos was hanged at Nanaimo; 
knows the prisoner^ we were both there 
together; Quamlet and Johnnie loft 
Nanaimo in a caune and returned in two 
days; saw the prisoner again on Monday 
morning. 

The real of Frank's evidence was a sub- 
stantiation of tho former witness' state- 
ment, and at tho conclusion the court 
was adjourned until to-d ly. 

THE STRIKERS. 

Roderick Morrison Obtains a Hearliifr nt tbc 
Police Court-Tlie Case Adjourned. 

The ('. 1'. Ft. Co., on remand, summon- 
ed b\ Roderick Morrison for wages due 
for work done on the steamer Vosomite. 

Tb" plaintiff on being sworn stated that 
he was employed as fireman on the steam- 
er. He worked off and on for two years, 
and his wages wore raised twice. On the: 
5th instant articles were brought to him 
to sign, but he refused, whereupon • the 
captain told the witness either to sign tho 
articles or go ashore. He went oil' the 
boat as bid after reading the articles. 

To Mr. Bodwell— Read the articles but 
did not aign them, as he thought it wotdd 
interfere with his privileges. 

To tho court — Worked four days on 
the Vosemite and one on the Louise. 

The case was further remanded until 
to-day.

3ji] THE COOK'S TROUBLE. 

Capt. White of the Sealer Lottie PalrfleM 
Sued for Wages— Interesting Pro- 
ceeding.. 

Tho cttso of Thomas Drysdale, cook on 
board the sealing schooner Lottie Fair- 
field, who sued tho captain for wages, was 
partially heard at the police court yester- 
day morning. Drysdalo's evidence is as 
follows: I was employed as cook and 
steward on tho schooner from May 29th 
until July 29th; on the last date I cooked 
tho breakfast and two hours after that 
learned that the captain was sick. In the 
afternoon tho mate called mo out of the 
galley and put me in irons; asked to see 
the captain and was taken down; he was 
lying in his bunk and told me that he 
had been drinking the whisky, and that 
1 hud poisoned him; was put in tho hold 
on tho 29th of July, and kept there until 
tho 10th inst. I wfis released at this 
port. The captain said that there was a 
small bottle of acid found in my bunk, 
and that it was arsenic. He also told me 
that he would do nothing with me, as 1 
had already been punished. Tho bottle 
contained muriatic acid. When 1 askod 
the captain for my wages he said ho 
would have mo arrested for poisoning 
him. 

To Mr. Bodwell — Don't know whether 
any of tho men have received their pay. 
Put this acid in my bunk; there was a 
medical chest oil board; know the symp- 
toms of poisoning with muriatic acid; 
cooked tho men's breakfast boforo tho 
captain's was cooked; had u conversation 
with the cabin boy, who was taken sick 
aftor breakfast; bail taken two or three 
drinks from tho captain's cabin; tho cap- 
tain offered to fix up a room on dock, but 
preferred to remain in the hold; 
was fod on bread and water for ton days; 
was as comfortable as possible in the hold; 
the captain was sick two days. 

To Ilia Honor — Arrived in Victoria on 
Saturday morning; no charge has been 
made against me,. and none was road over 
dining my confinement on the schooner. 

Capt. White, sworn, deposed that 
about 7 o'clock on the morning of tho 
20th July ho got up and gave tbu usual 
orders; tho hunters had already had their, 
breakfast; sat down to my breakfast of 
codfish and potatoes; shortly ufter felt a 
burning sensation and dizziness, with 
symptoms of poisoning; sent for the mate 
and expected to die; Drysdale was tied 
up and put in tho hold; when I recovered 
I told him that he could go into tho cabin, 
but. ho preferred to remain in the hold; 
novor gave orders to confine the man, and 
did nut rescind the orders. 

To Mr. Taylor — 1 did atrike tho man, 
and would have shot him if I had had a 
pistol; offered him $50; have read of the 
symptoms of poisoning with acid. 

To the court — Drysdale was placed in 
confinement for attempting to poison and 
stealing whisky and tobacco. [Here the 
log was produced and reviewed by Iub 
honor.] Set Drysdale at liberty outside 
Victoria harbor; did not care to prosecute 
tlim; have taken legal advice regarding 
criminal prosecution. 

This concluded the captain's evidence 
and the case was continued until to-day. 

STEAMER SERVICE FOR ALHERNI. 

The Provincial Government Arrange With the 
C. i'. N. Co. for a Monthly Service. 

The provincial government have inter- 
ested themselves for some time past in 
an endeavor to secure a steamer service 
for Albomi, which settlement has made 
rapid strides in prosperity. They have 
now arranged with the 0. I'. N. Co. to 
forward a steamer to Alberni once each 
month during September, October, and 
November, leaving on the 2Uth day. This 
will prove a boon to Alberni settlers, who 
last fall and winter, through tho lack of 
steamer communication, ran very short of 
tho most necessary supplies. However, 
this will be obviated this year through the 
present arrangement, which it is probable 
will become a permanent service. The 
government are to bo commended for 
their thoughtfulness in thua aiding a most 
'deserving community in their efforts to 
make habitable and productive an outly- 
ing district. From the progress tho lat- 
ter bus already made there is every rea- 
son to believe that their trade will soon 
demand a steamer sorvice solely from a 
commercial standpoint. 

MARINE. 

Steamor Mexico goes south to-morrow 
at 10 o'clock p. m. 

Collier Wellington will be duo from 
San Francisco about Sunday night. 

Steamship Port Victor will bo due 
from China and Japan about tho 20th 
inst. 

Steamer Goo. W. Elder sails from San 
Francisco for Victoria and Puget Sound 
at 9:1)0 a. in. to-day. 

Bark Cerestes now at Hastings loading 
lumber, will complete her cargo about 
Saturday night and have immediate des- 
patch for Valparaiso. 

Bark F. H. Drews will complete her 
cargo of lumber at Moodyville to-night 
and will bo towed to sea by the tug Hope. 
Ths vessel is bound for Shanghai. 

Ship Boaeonslield is having a now lower 
mast put in her and it is thought the 
work will occupy about six weeks. Capt. 
Robinson is her now master. Ho was 
hero in 1882 with the bark Latonia, a 
vohsoI that took salmon for London. 

British sloop Rydalmero, 1(!00 tons, 
having discharged her cargo of rails at 
Seattle, bus boon towed into the stream 
and is disengaged'. It is reported that 
soma of the sails have been shipped to 
Winnipeg to bo used in tho Red River 
Valley extension. • 

Ship Lingdale, which sails to-day from 
San Francisco for Liverpool, carries what 
is probably the moat valuable cargo that 
has left that port, in yours. The estima- 
ted value of the cargo is 3500,000, and it 
consists altogether of California products. 
Canned fruit, canned salmon, pearl shells, 
oucalytiiB oil, elk horn, cotton, borax, 
wool, grape brandy, wine, champagne and 
mint sweepings, are included in tho cargo. 

QUEBEC'S GOVERNORSHIP. 

An Administrator Appointed— Some of Mer- 
ger's Kosu. 

Ottawa, Sept. 7. — Sir Andrew Stuart, 
chief justice of Quebec, has been appoint- 
ed administrator of the province of Que- 
bec during the absence of lieut.-govomor 
Mass'in. He will probably be sworn in 
to-mprrow. When the duty is performed 
a load will doubtless bo taken oil' Mr. 
Morcier's mind. He was expected at the 
Ottawa County nomination in Hull to- 
day, but failed to put in an appearance. 
Two of his colleagues, howevur Messrs. 
(iugnon and McShuno, arrived at noon 
und showed a tolegrum from Mr. Morcier 
stating that owing to tho refusal or neg- 
lect of tho Dominion authorities to ap- 
point, a liputonant-govornor or a person to 
administer the government of the pro- 
vince in the absence of Mr. Masson, ho 
was unable to leave Quebec, as some of 
his friends feared that the neglect to ap- 
point an administrator wan a conspiracy 
on the part of the conservatives to over- 
throw his government, When Sir Hector 
Langovin hoard of this reason being as- 
signed ho simply ejaculated tho word 



WATER COMMISSIONER'S REPORT. 

Below is the full test of the report on 
a scheme for the improvement of tho 
Victoria water supply, furnished by Mr. 
Summerfiold, C.E., water commissioner: 

REPORT ON TI1K PROrOSBD KXTKNBION OF THK 
VICTORIA WATER WORKS. 

To Ilia Worship the Mayor and the City 
Council: 

Gentlemen— Under clauHO 2, of by-law 160, 
providing; for a constant supply of wnolosoino 
water from lioavor and 101k lukes of not lesa 
than 1,500,000 gallons por diem, I have to report, 
tho following: 

Tho city of Victoria la at present wholly sup- 
plied by a 12-lnoh main, whoso capacity may he 
estimated ua follows: i 

K tho main la below tho hydraulic grade at 
Snldcr's lull/ 

If the main was not Uippod for over one udlo 
boforo reaching the point hereafter mentioned. 
And if no incrustation or corrosion haa taken 
place during tho Inst fifteen years at any point 
in the main, then the present main would it cut 
at tho corner of Douglas and Yatea streets, 1^2 
feet below the reservoir at Klk lake, (equal to a 
fall of Ti feet per mile) and at an elovution of GO 
foot above high water murk, discharge Into air 
(theoretically by Kuttor'a formula) 197,000 cubic 
fool por twenty-four hours, which loss 20 por 
cent, would give an effective discharge equal 
to about U85,(J0() imperial gallons. But atucu It 
is impracticable to know what the actual dla- 
churge would be, without a grunt deal of inves- 
tigation, I do not think that it would be sound 
practice to take a higher figure than 800,000 gal- 
lons por diem aa the effective discharge of tho 
present main towarda supplying ,tho wants of 
tho city of Victoria at the lower lovela, tliUH 
leaving 700,000 gallons per diem to be providod 
from Heaver and Klk lakes In order to conform 
to tho requirements of tho by-laws. 

I would therefore advlae that a main of 10 
inches minimum internal diamutor, bo laid 
from the Klk lake reservoir to aomo point on 
tlia east aide of tho city which aliall have an 
elevation of 160 feet above high water murk. 
This point will then bo 42 foot below tho lake, 
and tho fall will be equal to seven foot pur 
mile; then if tho main was cut there, It would 
discharge Into air (theoretically by Kuttor'a 
formula) 228,114 cubic foot pur 24 hours, which 
leas 20 per cent, would give an olFoctlvo dis- 
charge equal to about l,0l0,000 imperial gallons. 

In order now lo supply the higher lo\ ols from 
this elevation of loO feet above high water 
mark, tho whole diacliurgo of the one 16-lnch 
should bo diverted into three cast iron dis- 
tribution pii.es of 10 inches diameter each: ono 
of which will be laid to higher levels und the 
otluir two to he laid to the lower levels and con- 
nected with the distributing system supplied hy 
the present 12-ineh main, all obstructions being 
removed. 

The hiKh levels supply ia based on the follow- 
ing principle: Tho discharge of ono 10 inch 
main ia equivalent to that of three of lOJ-ineh 
diameter, each under similar conditions. It 
therefore follows that if the two 10-inoll mains 
connected to lho present 12-inch main are una- 
ble to lake all tho waterdischurgod by the Hi in. 
main, or, in oilier words, if tho city al thu low- 
er levels does nol usoover 1,800,000 imperial gal- 
lons per diem, or double lho capacity of the 
present 12-inch main; then the ditforonco be- 
Lwoen what is consumed and what is brought 
by tho 12-ineh and the 10-inch mains will 
rises into tho third 10 inch main lor the supply 
of the higher levels, and will he delivered lit 
any elevation at which it has previously been 
obtained boforo the proportion between the ca- 
pacity of t he iirosent 12-ineh mam and tho con- 
sumption of the city nas been so finely drawn. 

Any house at present creeled will ho amply 
supplied with water under good pleasure, and 
In ease of lire the storage capacity 01 the lli-incli 
main as a reservoir holding over ;WO,000 Imperial 
gallons, and in dlioct contact « illi I he principal 
reservoir al Klk lake, coupled with lho presold 
12-lilcll main, also containing 200,t)uu gallons 
under lho same conditions, w in, 1 think, biipply 
tho lire department with all they may require. 
A now Hi inch main together with the present 
12-inch main will, 1 believe, satisfy nil uoinil 
tious and give an ample supply tor all put poses 
until the cit.) attains twice its p esent propor- 
tions. 

I-iinco cost is such an important factor in ibis 
matter, 1 have entered into it, and am in n po- 
sition to stale thai manufacturing firms can ho 
found who will la> in place (delivering water 
from the lake! a Iti-ilieh main of mild steel No. 
12,13. \Y. U. thickness, und fully equal to any 
main in use in t lie cities of tho Pacific coast, for 
about 88,000 pur mile, excavation and rolllhng 
of tho trenches only to be done bj tho cornoruto 
authorities. Moreover, there is no doubt what- 
ever but that those figures can be reduced by 
competition, 

The rout o from I he high levels to I he Klk lake 
reservoir lo be adopted hy lho proposed pipe 
lino can only be determined after surveys anil 
plans are made. The Suanlch road and coming 
to the eastward of Swan lake will, I think, 
given better lino than that followed by I he 
present main. 

The conditions imposed by Uy-Law N'o.IOOthttt 
the Water shaii be who.csnmo, can bo complied 
with by bringing the water direct from Klk 
lake, instead of obtaining II from the bottom of 
a morass as at present. 

In order that the full head of water in tho lake 
may bo utilized oithor at high or low water, 1 
would advise that a Bubmorged main of M 
inches diamoler (of similar material and con- 
struction lo Die 16-inch niuin) be laid from the 
filter beds to Klk lake, the entry end in the lake 
to bu provided willi grating and lueated well 
below low- water level; the discharge end and 
the filter beds to be provided wilhustop-gulcin 
order to be able always toeonlrol I he discharge. 
The water thus discharged into Hie filter will, 
1 believe, be purer and less charged with Bodi- 
ment than the water at pro«onl supplied lo the 
city, und after pausing through the filter beds 
ought lo comply with the by-law. Tho 30-inch 
submerged mum from the filter beds to Klk 
luke can bu laid complete for about $3.00 por lin- 
ear foot. 

After tho main ia laid and delivering water 
to the city, then proceed with the higher levol 
reaorvoir, but nothing ahould bo done in tho 
matter until the high-level 10-inch main Is in 
opernt ion, so aa to determine the most practica- 
ble Bite and obtain the highest possible eleva- 
tion fur the reservoir. 

I would request that a visit of inspection to 
lho reservoir at Klk lake he made at as early a 
date as oonvenoint, in order to determine what 
portion of I he foregoing should receive primary 
consideration in the event of its adoption.
